JEWISH HOPES 



British Administration in Pal- 
estine Praised and v 
Attacked 



The deep longln? ot the .Tews the 
«'holo world over tor the establish- 
tnent of a national iiomeland In Talcs- 
lino stresjipd at the mocllnK ot 
the Political Bconomy Club last night. 
Tha subject o£ the evenins 'Tales- 
tine and the British Administration" 
was discussed in two papers clvcn by 
Lionel Tlub'n «nd Gordon Ncllc>s, 

The first speaker, Rubin, concen- 
trated particularly upon the oreani- 
r.alion o; Zionism, Its history, its 
methods, and its aims. Uc showed 
. that although Zionism is by no means 
A new movement it has only taken lis 
I)ro»cnt form In recent times. All dur- 
ing the centuries since their disper- 
sion the Jews have been lonsins for 
the advent of a Messiah to lead thecn 
back to form a united nation in Pales- 
tine. 

This lonping remained only a re- 
'•Qigiou! ideal until modern times. In 
tha latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury a movement was set on foot to 
srlve a practical basis to the old am- 
bitions of the Hebrews. Zionism be- 
came no more simply a spirit of hope, 
but a spirit of action, pressing on the 
realization ot ihorc results partly at- 
tained ■ through the generosity- of 
Britain In the last twelve years. 
Zionism at Work 
Kubin went on to give an account 
of the organization ot modem Zion- 
ism, showing what it has aocomplish- 
cd in a practical way since the In- 
auguration ot the British policy as 
stated in the Balfour declaration. The 
speaker showed that ollhpugll the 
'3ff«-8 liave been Jmmigrati-ng into 
Palestine at the rate of lO.ODO to 35,- 
OOO per annum for several years they 
ar« still a very feeble minority in 
comparison with the Arab population 
of 700,000. The Zionists have not only 
^encouraged immigration, tiiey have 
also concerned themselves with the lot 
of the new colonists on the land. They 
have endeavoured Industrial cxpan-

1000 years to the time when .a small 
Roman city was full ot life and 
activity and when Its amphitheatre 
resounded to the excited cries of the 
inhabitants as tliej* watched giadl- 
ators etrugel» ln-ib». arcna, J?rofé?Bor 
Paul F. McCullagh ot tho department 
ot Classics spoke Ixvt evening at tho 
Mechanics Institute on "A Stroll 
Through Pompeii.'' llo depicted the 
ancient city as to Its history, its pub- 
lic and private life, and fina'Iy its 
destruction, illustrating througliout 
Willi slides thus "rendering a most 
realistic effect. 

"Pompeii is so marvellous'y situated 
that it Is probable that It was peopled 
very early, and If w© may judge by 
the Doric temple in tho forum Trl- 
angularc, which is o£ the style ot llic 
sixth century before Christ, the con- 
clusion is that at that period It was 
already flourishing. Cut Pompeii Is 
not often mentioned in the history of 
Campania and this is not the i)luce 
to detail the events of which one may 
be sure, except the ono great event 
which was to wipe out- tho town In a 
low days,'* said tho speaker,

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AVERAGE STUDENTS 

A PROMINENT New York ncwispapcr liazarded the other 
clay the opinicn that the average English university grad- 
uate was a much more mature product than the grad- 
'xiate of a university on this side of the Atlantic. By mature 
we presume, it meant that he was more fully developed intellect- 
ually, better fitted to carry on hi.s life work. To admit this 
\ro\i\d be to admit that wc are poorer material, less able to bene- 
fit by a college I raining, or that there is some defect in the typi- 
cal Nort h Ameri can university. 

It is^'^^Selief that the newspaper mentioned is quite cor- 
rect in m.iking this statement, and the fault lies mostly in the 
fact Ih-it the average American laidergraduatc 0yc,U8e^"A 
can" here in its broad .sense) is less intcllccftiajly 'maturc^tl^^^^ 
English confrere. But we must add to this statement a qualifi- 
cation. The nd\ antage lies with the latter because he is subject 
to greater selection. 

What we mean to express is that in the British Isles there are 
smaller number of Tiniversity students per capita of population 
than there arc in America. Over here, we have a million or 
more college men and women. Particularly in the United States 
do W3 find in almost every city a college of some kind granting 
degrees. There are State universities which take care of a vast 
number of students. A college education has become a popular 
matter. 

.jipiln England, on the other hand, university education is, com- 
pafâtivêi^sDi^iiig, reserved for a few. By necessity those who 
do go up to^^^niversitj' are more liighly selected, are better in- 
tsllectual material, and hence, when they graduate, we suppose, 
somewhat more mature than is the average college student here. 

It must be remembered, however, that in speaking of this 
matter we are speaking of the average university graduate. This 
cannot be too highly emphasized. It does not mean that we con- 
sider that the top rank of one countrj' is in any way superior to 
that of another. To make a statement of that kind Avould be to 
go beyond our e\'ldence.

To-day 1 havo five and ho 
has Koventcen. 

A visitor to tho offices ot tho tul- 
inliilBlratlon lo-dny would find It dif- 
ficult lo ploluro what they IcK/ked llko 
twcnty-soVcn years ago. My. office 
occupied about a. third of Its present 
spnco downstairs and that was all wc 
hail, whilst tho Bursar's on tho other 
fildo of tho hall was not mucli larger, 
"fho private offko ot Iho Bursar him- 
self adjoined the general office and 
n.l tho rcor of that side ot tho Biilld- 
ns the Principals offlco (which alsa 
served as a Board Room) was located. 
Tho space towards IM rear ot my side 
ot tho building was utilized for store- 
rooms. 

Mr. Vaughan, tho efticicnl Bursar, 
resigned his position In 1917 to. take 
over some duties nonnectcd with tho 
War under Sir Auckland Geddcs. Ho 
died In Montrcnl, greatly regretted.; on 
June 1st, 10112. The admlnlstr.ative 
slatf has been rocently enlarged -by 
tho addition ot Lleutcnan-Coloncl 
WlIfreU Bovey, B.A., L.L.B., as head 
of tho Bepartnicnt ot Extra-Mural Re- 
lations. Lack of space forbids ex- 
tended reference to the valuable Work 
which Is beins done In this connec- 
tion. 

There were two other officials with 
wiioTii I was closely connected and of 
wliom I cherish the kindliest reniem- 
berences, the Librarian, Charles H. 
Coukl. n.A., who died on July 30th, 
1919; and Br. John W. Scanei' Regis- 
trar ot the Faculty ot itodlclne for 
seventeen years,- and at tho time of 
his comparatively early and lamented 
death in 1923, -Assistant Bean. U was 
a pleasure to be associated with these 
men In the work of tho University. 

Of the administrative officials on 
d.uty at tho time of my appointment, 
whotlicr in tho central administration 
or as Deans and Heads ot Depart- 
ment's, not one remains, and ail but 
ono are dead. Their places are being 
filled by others. It would be invidious 
to make comparisons between tho old 
and the new. Suffice It to say that 
those who served in the past served 
well, and that those who have followed 
them are let us hope, deserving of at 
least cciu.-il praise. Quo' thing I know 
!liat at no time in my University ex-. 
11. i '!io ! l.avii thlng.s run so tnnoothly 
and happily and satisfactory as .at 
pre.s.'iit and at no time has the out- 
laok been so bright. He would Indeed 
bo hard to please who could not say 
tho same.

In view uC Iho wild talcs ot tho 
ba-ndltll iind tlio fierceness, ot the 
blood feuds carried on by tho CSrsl- 
can.", I'rof. Adair wa.s wained liy 
friends not to undcrt-ikc the intendcsl 
trip. Ho .went, however; and on leav- 
ing tho island ho brotigiil away tho 
memory of a very kindly and upright 
people. Ilo described tlmlr hospitality 
and generosity, their simplo curiosity 
«nd their quaint.' aupcrsUtions; ex- 
amples of whlcii %Tero -the .:oId man 
who insisted upon refreshing tho tra- 
vellers wiUj somo very vilo whiskey; 
and tho instance when tho peasants 
refused to sell hay because It was 
unluoky to do so, but wero quito will- 
ing to give It away. 

Danger and Adventure 
Apart from tho historical interest 
oC tho Island and its great scenic at- 
traction, Prof. Adair found that it 
really offered plenty ot interest for 
the adventurous spirit, ' lie related 
how, just as they wero leaving Mar- 
seille a man was discovered emptying 
his revolver Into another man's chest. 
The police promptly bayonetted the 
offender. At ono time Prof. Adair and 
his party camped on a narrow ledge 
a thousand feet or so- up the aide ot 
a mountain. On another occasion, 
Prof. Adair said, they were mlstalten 
by some 'N-llIagers for .a group of ban- 
dits because they avoided the hos- 
pitality ot the peaeanta. Late in the 
nli^t, therefore, a posse came out to 
where the party was camped, and be- 
gan firing rifles at them. Fortunately 
tho night was dark, and thero wero a 
great many rocks about; so iho tra- 
vellers lay still, and oajno through tlie 
attack unhurt. ' 
Traced Hiitory 
In tracing tho history of tlio Island, 
Prof, Adair mentioned Uio numerous 
con'qucsts It had suffered, Tho Greeks, 
Romans, Vandals, alid ■ . Saracens 
scizcil It In turn; and finally the 
people tioiiirhl the prolOL-llon of the 
I'opc. It w'.as handed over to Pisa, 
and enjoyed tho only, hundred years 
ot peace it bail known,</riion it fell to 
Iho Genoese, and there ensued :i hun- 
dred yearfi ot lurmoll and rcbeliloit. 
until Paoli acliioveii |>owcr. Soon 
caino the sale of (ho Island to tho 
French; and that exciting period n( 
struggle for indcpondunce in which 
Napoleon Uonaparlo flgnicil. The 
l.siaiid I» slill tunler Fiont-li rule; but 
It is fJtlll not content, .Pr»f, Adair 
CùuchnlLMl.
